Naccountisheregivenof a Book entitled, Pbilofophu 
Vetus ejr Nova. The Learned Author whereof hath 
colledled aad compofed together into one Syjieme a great 
number of excellentObfcrvations; amongft the reft of which, 
here briefly menticn'd, we bave this, no vvhere elfe publiftied 
that Tknow of, fet down at large, as follows. 

Of the Structureof theNofe, Monf. da Vernay obferves, 
That the cavities hereof are fill'd with roany Cartilaginom 
Lamines diftin& one from another: every Lamine being 
divided into many others, all folded altnoft into zfpiral line. 
That theOr Cribrofumls made upof theextremitiesof thefe 
Lamines , which butt upon the Root of the Nofe; the 
holes wherewith it is pierced , being the intervals between 
the Lamines. 

They are defigned to uphold t he inner Tunick of the Nofe, 
Which Tunick, being a principal Organ of SmeBing, hath 
receivedfrom Naturea very great expanfion : for tbe com- 
modious placing whereof, Natilre bath folded it round about 
together with thefe Lamines ; that by this induftrious Me- 
ehanifm, flie may employ a!l its length in a very little 
room. 

Tbis Tunick is filt*d wjth an innumerable company of 
fmall Rays; fo many branchesof Arteries and Veins ; and 
efpecially Nerves ; by which it hatha moft exquifite fenfe. 
Yetbecaufe the parricles of Odorant bodies are fo fubti), 
«hat they can but very foftly glance upon the Orgsn ; Na- 
turehath tberefore provided by this great txpanfion, that 
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there raay be place fat fo tnueh the greater numfaer of thefe 
particles to ftrike it at the fame tirae, ancl fo to render their 
itnpreffion mor e ftrong, 

And that thefe odorant parficles, which mn with the 
Air into the Nofe, in fmelling, migbt not all fonhwith pafa 
off frorn thence into the breaft : Narure by «his Labyrinth, 
made by the windiogs of the LameHa, hath taken care to 
give them an arreft and longer ftay. And for the fame rea- 
fon, lhe hath furnifhed the faid Tunick of the Nofe with a 
great many fmall Glands y which open thereinto ; and fo 
moiften it with a thick and flimy exudation, the better to 
entangle tbe dry odorant particles, 

ThislWwV^examined andcompar'd in feveral Animals, 
fliews alfo much of the reafon of the dclicAtjdi Smelling in 
fome, above what it is in others. For look how much a fintr 
Nofeit.isthat Animalshave, they have likewifc fo mucha 
greaternumberof thefe LameSa, wherewith the faid Tunick 
is roll'd up in fo many more folds. So the Nofe of a Hound 
is better furniflied witb tbem, than that of any other Ani- 
mals. The Hare, Fox, Cat, Wild Boar, have a confiderable 
number of them. Thofe Animals that chew the Cud , have 
fewer.' And Man is lefs providcd for, than any of the reft. 
Thut ficrthe LearnedObferver. 

And Note, Tbat not only thc number, but alfo the length 
of the LanteUa, is of great ufefor the ftrength of Smelling. 
For which purpofe moft Quadrufeds, which either hunt, as 
the Carnivorotts ; or at leaft want reafon otherwife to di- 
ftinguifli theirfood, than by the fmell.as the Graminivorom ,- 
have their Nofenot placed in the middleof the face , as in 
Man s but prolonged to the very end,

IN Brafeil, there are certain little Animals, by the Author 
cali'd Poux de Pharaon, which enter into the feet be- 
twixt the skin and the flefli. They grow in one day as big 
as Beans. And if they are not prefently drawn our, they 
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
